is about seventy feet square, standing in 
a plot of about double that size.

Allen, after being 
presented to the President at the Execu- 
tive Mansion on New Year's day, and 
while on his way to an ante-room, was 
seized with an attack of vertigo, ruc- 
ceeded by spasms. He was promptly at- 
tended by physicians, but shortly after- 
wards died in one of the ante-rooms of 
the Executive Mansion. Upon the an- 
nouncement of Mr. Allen's death the re- 
ception ended. 
Great was the sensation 


to which the distressing cvei.t gave rise. 
The Mansion was filled with a crowd of 
distinguished people to pay their respects 
to tbe President, and hundreds of others 
on their way thither, great preparations 
laving been made for a more imposing 
reception than ever before given on a 
similar occasion, when the sad event, like 
.he explosion of a bomb, suddenly put an 
end to it all. 


VNDEKNKATII THE OCEAN. 


At a recent meeting of the National 


Academy of Sciences in New York, Prof. 
A. E. Verill, of Yale College, described 
the physical and geological character of 
the sea-bottom off our coast, especially 
that which lies beneath the Gulf Stream. 
He made 1,500 observations last summer 
for the United States Fish Commissioners. 
He has cruised from Labrador to Ches- 
peakeBay, and about 200 miles out at 
sea. 


The depths of the ocean team with life. 


Sharks are seen by thousands, and count- 
less dolphins, but it seems strange that 
not a fish bone is ever dredged up. A 
piece of wood may be dredged up once a 
year, but it is honeycombed by the boring 
shell fish, and falls to pieces at the touch 
of the hand. This shows what destruction 
is going on in those depths. 
It a ship 


sinks at sea with all on board, it would be 
eaten up by fish with the exception of the 
metal, and that would corrode and disap- 
pear. 
Not a bone of a human body 


would remain after a few dajs. 
It is a 


constant display of the law of the survival 
of the fittest. Nothing made by the hand 
of man was dredged up after cruising for 
months in the tack of ocean vessels ex- 
cepting coal clinkers shoved overboard 
from steamships. As to the quantity of 
light at the bottom of the sea there has 
been much dispute. 
Animals dredged 


from below 700 fathoms either have no 
eyes, or faint indications of them, or else 
their eyes are very large and protuding. 
Another strange thing is, that if the 
creatures in those lower depths have any 
color, it is of orange or red, or reddish 
orange. 
Sea anemones, coials, shrimp 


and crabs have this brilliant color. Some- 
times it is pure red or scarlet, and in 
many specimens inclines toward purple. 
Not a green or blue fish is found. 
The 


orange red is the fish's protection, for 
the bluish green light in the bottom of 
the ocean makes the orange or red fish 
appear of a neutral tint, and hides it from 
its enemies. 
Many animals are black, 


others neutral in color. 
Some fish are 


provided with boring tails, so that they 
can burrow in the mud. Finally, the sur- 
face of the submarine mountain is cover- 
ed 
with shells, like 
an ordinary sea 


beach, showing that it is the eating 
house of vast schools of carnivorous ani- 
mals. 
A codfish takes a whole oyster 


into its mouth, cracks the shells, digests 
the meat, and spits out the rest 
Crabs 


crack the shells and suck out the meat. 
In that way come whole mounds of shells 
that are dredged up.

(T your paper and a frequent rider upon 
the streets of our old town, I noticed with 
treasure several references made by you 
to the material placed upon Pond street, 
ly the Council, to improve the roadway. 
It is an undeniable success, the best effort 
yet made to repair our streets, and I write 
tliis to urge upon Council to take imnie- 
d iate steps to procure a further supply, as 
I understand that but a limited quantity 
cm be had each year. At its next meet- 
ing power should be given to the Street 
committee to purchase all that the quarry 
will produce during the summer, so thai 
it can come cheaply by canal. Not the 
least desirable feature of this new ma- 
terial is its cheapness, as I am informci 
it costs less than one dollar a yard laic 
down on the streets. There is a large 
unused appropriation for tbe permanent 
n pair of the streets, and with funds in 
hand there is no excuse for Council re- 
fusing or delaying to attend to this highly 
important, long delayed, and very neces- 
sary improvement. 
The ne.v material has 


with equal success withstood the very un- 
utual floods of last autumn almost un- 
scathed. In dry seasons, free from dust, 
ai.d in the alternating frosts and thaws of 
winter it is practically the only good piece 
of road in town, notwithstanding the fact 
that it is being subjected to the most se- 
vere ufage, by reason of heavy teaming, 
at and near the freight depot. It com- 
bines solidity with evenness, freedom 
from mud and dust, and is cheap. I sin- 
cerely hope Council will take hold of this 
important matter and promptly put it 
through, and thus earn tbe gratitude not 
only of the citizens but the dumb animals 
as well.

is actually as well as legally prohibited, and 
Yonkers, N. Y., which has 145 licensed 
drinking-places, and 70 shops where 
liquor is sold contrary to law. Vineland 
has about 12,000 inhabitants, and Yonk- 
ers less than 15,000. Yonkers spends on 
its police $37,000, and the police duties 
of Vineland are performed by one con- 
stable at the annual expense of 
$75. 


Yonkers has a police judge with a salary 
of $4,000, and a clerk who is paid $800; 
Vineland has no police court and needs 
none. The paupers of Yonkers cost tbe 
town $12,000; Vineland has a correspond- 
ing expense of $400. Altogether, these 
articles of expense cost Yonkers $53,000; 
in Vineland, $475. Making proportion- 
allowance for tbedifferance in population, 
the government of Yonkers, so far as 
these expenses are concerned, costs more 
than ninety times as much as that of Vine- 
land."

eleven, soup or gruel for children, of 
which the older passengers, through con- 
trivance or good will, often got a share. 
Dinner at li M.—soup, roast beef and 
potatoes, or codfish and potatoes, rice or 
aread pudding. Tea at six—cold bread 
and butter and what was called tea. 
Of- 


ten in the afternoon at four a plate of 
soup or gruel was among the things pos- 
sible. There was certainly enough to eat 
—of the kind. I venture to say that one 
ialf of our steeragcrs were never on shore 
fed with so much regularity, or even 
variety. The beef tasted as though the 
life had been taken out of it by some 
process. It is cut up before being brought 
to the table. 
It was brought in a huge 


tin can. 
The can was taken to the tabla 


by one of the assistant stewards, and out 
of it he deposited the pieces on our plates 
with a long fork. 
The potatoes came 


next iu another huge 
pan. 
Another 


steward laid the requisite number by our 
plates. 
Our soup plates were filled in a 


biinihr fashion. 
The table service, as 


may be imagined, was entirely practical 
in his nature. 
There is no formality. 


The meal finished, each guest was re- 


quested to wash his or her own tiblcware. 
For thib purpose the cook, after each 
meal placed a large vessel of hot water 
near the galley, on deck. 
To this the 


passenger repaired with his own soap and 
towel, plunged therein his tin plate, cup, 
knife, fork and spoon, washed, wiped, and 
retired. There was no change of hot water 
for the company. Of course, at the latter 
end of this lavatory process it become more 
and more greasy, and as it cooled this 
grease took on a more and more solid 
consistency. The guest is required also 
to clean that part of the table allotted 
him; to gather up all the scraps, espe- 
cially the potato peelings. 
These were 


generally fired into the "chute" from 
whence the cinders and coal ashes were 
emptied into the sea 
When this chute 


was on the leeward side of the vessel all 
went well, and the debris slid readily in 
tho ocean. 
When the chute was to wind- 


ward things did 
not go overboard so 


readily. 
Then a large amount of the 


smaller serappage found its way to the 
general wash pan. The trip from the 
steerage table with this table furniture 
was on an ex en keel a matter of one hun- 
dred and odd feet, involving the climbing 
of the steerage stairs to the main deck. 
]iy the main deck, I would inform the 
ultra landsman, is not meant the upper 
deck, which commands the vie iv of the 
sea. It is tho enclosed deck on which 
are located all the offices of the little 
flo.itinf; world, such as the engine room, 
cook room, steward's room, butcher shop, 
pastiy cook, etc. 
Ours was one deck be- 


low this. 
Having had some sea training, 


all this dishwashing and other discipline 
was for me no great hardship. 
I had 


done it all before in the forecastle.

for many days in this unaccustomed ser- 
vice. 
There was often a clangor of pots 


and plates and precipitations of human 
forms in till shapes on deck, and a spill- 
ing of slops in all directions during heavy 
weather. 


The principal abuse of the modern 


steerage lies in the contracted space occu- 
pied by berths. There is no necessity for 
so crowding twelve people iu a space 
not large enough for four. The steamers 
take as a rule full cargoes from America, 
but ihey are not so loaded coming back. 
Nor is there any real necessity that the 
steerage passenger bo obliged to furnish 
his table service. 
Cleanliness would be 


far better regulated were the tables set 
with the ship's plates, knives, forks and 
cups, and these removed, washed and 
stored up by theship's attendants. As it is, 
four-fifths of the people are inadequate to 
the proper cleansing of there own table- 
ware, even in fair weather, and the resull 
is the storage in their hunks of greasy 
plates, which are continually breaking 
loose and clattering about under foot ir 
rough weather. 
As for the fare, I would

MISSOURI DEMOCRATS AND 1'noiiim- 


TION.—Col. William F. Switzler, of St. 
Louis, in reply to a speech of Senator 
Vest of that State, says : 


"Prohibition is not i party question. 


Neither the Democratic platform nor 
Senator Vest so regards it. 
As a Demo- 


crat—a Democrat, Mr. Editor, who never 
voted for a Republican or Greenbauker 
for a political office, and one to whose 
hands the Democratic party lias often 
committed its flag—I stand to-day on its 
platforms, national and State, and believe 
that the prohibition of the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicating liquors as a bev- 
erage in this commonwealth is strictly 
in harmony with 'the largest personal lib- 
erty consistent with the general wel- 
fare.' " 


A large number of local prohibitory 


bills have been introduced inte the Geor^ 
gia House of Representatives, and several' 
State bills for local option which have 
been referred to a special temperance 
committee for report. There is a strong 
temperance sentiment in the Legislature, 
and some legislation is confidently ex- 
pected at this session. 


Fifty-four counties are already under 


prohibition through the operation of local 
option laws. Mr. J. N. Stearns addressed 
the Woman's Cold Water Temple, Sun- 
day afternoon, Nov. 19. and also the tem- 
perance Sabbath School conducted by the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union. 


The suggestion that en account of "in- 


tellectual and physical fitness" women 
should be employed as pharmacists is not 
favored by medical journals. 
One of 


them states that as women "will talk 
while doing business," they are unfitted 
for pharmacy or other work requiring 
concentration of thought and mental iso- 
lation. But it should be borne in mind 
that women are filling with credit to 
themselves positions for which, ten years 
ago, they were presumed to be wholly un- 
fitted.

talked more than the average barber ? 


Civil Service Reform has thrown the 


whole Democratic press in Ohio into con- 
vulsions. So far as known there is not a 
paper of that party in the State that sup- 
ports the measure. The further they see 
the offices drift away from them the more 
angry they become. If double-leaded 
articles a column bng could have sunk 
the bill it would have been at the bottom 
of the sea long ago.
